THE HOLD-UP. 


None of Them Known as Desperadoes to 
Kansas or Indian Territory Officers— 
They Claim to Have Eeen Fakirs at 
Country Faire—The Haul Made at 
Agkanseas City—Names of the Robbers. 


Oswreo, Kan., sept. 11.—The men who 
held up and robbed the Frisco east- bound 
train at Mound Valley, last Sunday morning, 
‘have been captured. Their names 


George and Chas. McCune, Chas. Bahut and 


W. W. A. Curry. 
The capture was made at Arkansas 


Oity, Kan., when the outlaws had joined the 
multitude of boomers who swarm about that 
city waiting forthe opening of the Cherokee 
Strip. 

One of the bandité has made a confession of 
robbery, and has admitted that he fired the 
shot which killed Messenger Chapman. 
The men belongto the class known as fakirs 
atracing grounds and country fairs. They 
are not known to the officers of Kansas or 
the Marshals of Indian ‘Territory, and it is 
not thought that any of them have records 
os Gesperadoes or train robbers prior to the 
affair of Mound valley. 

The robbers were brought here to-day. 
The capture was made by officers of this 
county, who have been on the track of the 
men since the robbery. A round $300 was 
offered for the capture of the outlaws, and it 
will go tothe cficets who brought them in, 
The prisoners do not look like the ordinary 
type of border men. They will be taken to 
Cherryvale and placed in jail there to-night 
for safe keeping, as there is considerable 
Ganger of lynching should they remain here. 

After robbing the train the robbers got into 
an old hack and drove to Cofrey ville, Kan. 
There George McCune, being drunk, met an 
old chum, Sam Jones, and told him what 
they haddone. The party then started for 
the Strip and Jones informed the officers. 
United States Marshal Kd Janson and a posse 
consisting of Taylor Hicks and C. C. Hicks 
overtook and captured them. Geo. McCune 
is about #5 years old, sandy complexion, ight 
hair, 6feet 2inches tall. His brother Charies 

istwoinches shorter, about 28 years old and 
much like his brother in general appearance. 
Ranhut is about 27 rears old, light complex- 
jon and hair, 6 feet ll inches high. Curry is 
about 8 years old, one finger off the left 
hand, 6 feet 7% inches high.

THE KILLING OF CHAPMAN. 

The robbery of the Frisco train took place 

on the morning of the 6d inst. at 8 o’clock 
near Mound Valley, Kan. When the train 
pulled int Mound valley two bandits boarded 
the engine and one remained upon the plat- 
form. A moment later the colored porter 
stepped fromthe train to assist a lady ip 
gettingon. A Winchester was thrust into 
bis tace and he was told to throw up his 


hands. Instead of complying he rushed the 
woman into the car and locked the door, 
Conductor Millis, Knowing nothing of the 
porter’s experience, Came forward from a 
10 rear and met with the same reception. 
lav, too, refused to comply with the request 
to throw up his hands and ran back to the 


sleeper. 

Meanwhile Messenger Chapman had left 
his car, whether to escape or to notify the 
passengers will never be known, for he had 
gone but a few yards when he was discov- 
ered by the outiaws upon the engine, who 
opened fre upon him, Only two shots were 
fred, but one ball from a Winchester crashea 
into his brain and he staggered and fell be- 
side the track, dead. 

Then the outlaws commanded the engineer 
to pull out and run until he was told to stop. 
One mile and a half down the road he wus 
told to check up, and dismounting, the men 
proceeded to rob the train. In killing Chap- 
man they had shut themselves out of the 
Wells-Fargo safe, however, for it was locked 
and successfully resisted their blows witha

Folled in their attempt to loot the safe the 
bandits turned their attention to the passen- 
gers. Withthe exception of those in the 
sleeper, every man and woman was robbe. 
Money, watches, jewelry. hats, and coats 
were taken. Leaving the train, the robbers 
disappeared. The train wa run back to 
Mound City, where Chapman’s dead body 
was recovered, and then continued its

Messrs. John R. Shipley, the 
attorney, and Wm. M. McPherson 
were the purchasers, and they 
agreed to the condition, thinking that 
asthe woman was then about 65 years of 
age they would not have to pay out much. 
Mr. McPherson has been dead himself over 
twenty years and Mr. Shepley over ten 
years, Mrs. Warner has been drawing 
her $200 a year reguiarly and it was only a 
few days ago that Hon. Nathan Cole, her 
agent, rece:ved word of her death. Mr. Cole 
lived at Fourth and Locust streets with his 
parents when the Warners resided at Fourth 
and Olive streets. All told, Mrs. Warner 
must have collected about $8,800 from the 
building as she ved about § forty- 
four years after the sale. With com- 
pound interest the money paid her 
would amount to probably $25, 000. 
The property is now owned by the Gerard k. 
Allen and Shepley estates. Mrs. Warner’s 
funeral was attended by her seven children, 
their children and grand-children.

1he most alarming reports are in circula- 
tion here as to the state of Bismarck’s health. 
It is said that he has been stricken with 
paralysis and that he has entirely lost the 
use of his hands. He is being fed by his at- 
tendants, and it is said that his doctors to- 
day are holding a consultation of the gravest 
nature, 

Though the real state of the distinguished 


Nansen is pursuing a new route to the North 
Pole. Some yearsago Nansen, with several 
companions, made his Way across Greenland 
on snow-shoes, traversing a region never be- 
fore visited. His success in that venture 
tempted him to try arctic travel, and a sum 
of 585, 000 was raised in orway to equip the 
Present expedition.

Siberia, British North Ameriea and Alaska. 
Some, again, is supplied by the snowfall, 
the Atlantic and Pacific Uceans supplying the 
vapor. The chief source of supply. however 

according to Nansen’s theory, is the water of 
the Pacific, which pours northward through 
Behring Strait. This water forms a current 
which, it is believed, fows more or less di- 
rectly across the polar area, and it is this 
water that supplies the southward stream 
along the coasts of Greenland. By means of 
this current Nansen expects to see his ship 
float to the unexplored area immediately 
surrounding the North pole.

sufferer’s health may be somewhat ex- 
aggerated, there seems no reason to doubt 
that his iliness has assumed a most serious 
turn. 

Sciatica is said to be the foundation of the 
disease from which the Prince is suffering, 
and if reports are to be believed this case has 
developed into paralysis. 

Dispatches inquiring about the health of 
the great German statesman are being re- 
ceived at Kissingen from all parts of Europe. 
The reports received would seem to indicate 
that, though the Prince is undoubtedly 
in a very dangerous condition, 

is not believed to be certain that 
he is actually suffering from an 
attack of paralysis. People here, however, 
maintain that there is very little hope that 
the Prince will live for any great length of 
time. But the Prince has so frequently been 
reported to de in a dying condition that 
alarming reports are classed as being ex- 
aggerated. 

The German Emperor is said to have been 
informed of the serious nature of Prince 
Bismarck’s illness, andto have telegraphed 
to Kissingen for accurate information upon 
the subject. Dispatches recefved here from 
Berlin in regard to inquiries about the health 
ofthe Prince discredit the reports that he 
has been stricken with paralysis, but it is 
admitted that his condition is critical and 
that he has lost the use of his hands. 

One of the physicians of the Prince is in 
Berlin in consultation with eminent special- 
ists as to the advisability of removing tue 
distinguished patient to a milder climate. 
The result of this consultation, it is expected, 
willbe announced this evening, when the 
physician referred to returns to Kissingen, 
to which place, it is reported, he has been 
hastily summoned, 

Though the Prince has been in poor health 
for some time past it is said that the present 
alarming turn of affairs is the result of his 
own wilful action in persisting in receiving 
deputations in the open air, though repeat- 
edly forbidden so to do by Dr. Schwenniger. 
The result of this aigobedience is an attack 
of sciatica, very much more severe than 
anything from which the Prince has pre- 
viously suffered.

The fact that he will be obliged to remain a 
prisoner in the ice for a long period, even 
should his theory prove correct, does not dis- 
turb Nansen in the least. As to the danger 
from the crushing power of the ice floes Nan- 
sen stated before starting on his perilous 
voyage that his ship had been built on a new 
plan with shelving sides, on such a model 
and with such powerful bracing that it will 
be absolutely impossible for her to be 
crushed. The worst that can happen, he 
thought, would be to lift her bodily out of the 
water and squeeze it, as it were, up to the 
suriace of the ice. 


COL. HUGHES GUILTY.

BOARDS OF TRADE CONVENTION. 
WasninoTon, D. C., Sept. 11.—It is pre- 
dicted thatthe greatest meeting of business 
men that bas ever taken place in Washing- 
ton, if not in the United States, will assemble 
here to-morrow morning. It is a convention 
of all Boards of Trade of the country, which 
will continue for about four daysto discuss 
the present financial outiook and will prob- 
ably resultinthe establishment in Washing- 
ton of a Board of Trade — 9 — . that 
ngressional 
branches of industry 
throughout the country. This part of the 
programme has not vet been definitely de- 
cided upon, however, and the rinci 
business of the convention will be to discuss 
money matters, which will mean pon arene yes f 
J many other questions connected wit 
de, manufactures and transportation. 
The delegates will ony the leading 
business representatives of their respective 
cities, including merchants, Dankers, man- 
ufacturers and transportation men. ihey 
will number between 1,000 and 2,000 and many 
ofthem will reach the city to-day, where 
they will be met by a committee of local bus- 
iness men. No programme of the meeting 
has yet been arranged and the time between 
now and the first day of the mesting will be 
spent by the earlier arriving delegates in 
discussing the general plan of action, witha 
view to getting the work under way as ex- 
peditiously as possible after the convention 


opens. 

Thus far there has never been a fall meet- 
ing of the boards of trade of the United 
States, as the existing National Board of 
Trade comprises but fifty, or lessthan 5 per 
cent, of the 1,845 bodies. This being an un: 
precedented gathering itis expected that it 
will result in the creation ofa new national 
organization or the enlargement of the ex- 
isting National Board. with business head- 
quarters in this city. As the National 
Grange, representing the agricultural inter- 
ests of the country, and all other national 
subjects are represented here by executive 
headquarters, itis surprising to many that 
the great commercial interests of the coun- 
try have not already taken action. 


REFUSED TO RATIFY. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 11.—Secretary 
Carlisle has received a telegram from Ottawa 
stating that the Canadian Government has 
refused to ratify the immigration agreement 
made by Supt.

Is IT THE MAFIA? 


Stephen Dellacella Ewore Out a Warrant 
for Dave Covascos. 


Stephen Dellacella, who is looked upon as 
the foremost Italian-American in St. Louis, 
a few days ago swore out a warrant to keep 
the peace against Dave Covascoe, an Italian 
living at 106 North Sixteenth street. The 
swearing out ofthe warrant was on account 
of Covascoe’s threat to kill Dellacella on 
sight. The row which caused this threat is 


due tothe feeling existing between the two 
factions in the St. Louls colony. This feelin 
has become intensified lately and maya 
some future date lead to bloodshed. 
When the Italian-American Cavalry, of 
which Mr. Dellacella is the commander, 

Ot up an entertainment in May a certain 

tallan woman secured the seal of the Italian 

Social Club and stamping 2,000 tickets dis- 
posed of them and the Columbian Associa- 
tion received no money for it. On the 28th of 
May the cavalry turned out on parade. As 
they were marching down Olive street, be- 
tween Fifth and Sixth, a nexro presented 
Lieut. James Repetto a cabbage. The 
cabbage was wrapped up and intended for 
Mr. Dellacella, Later it reached him and he, 
suspecting that some enemy of the cavalry 
intended it as an insult, forced the 
negro to open the bundle before he 
received it. Themegro claimed he did not 
Know its contents, The cavairy talked the 
matter over and investigation revealed the 
fact that two women, who, Mr. Dellacelia 
says, have questionable characters, sent it. 
On Aug. 28 Mr. Dellacella announced tothe 
Cavalry the result of his discovery, stating 
that he wished only that the senders had 
Deen men. The next day he received a pict- 
"re of a skull and cross-bones ahd a 
coffin with the word Mafia underneath. 
While there is no known 
Mafia organization in St. Louls the note was 
not in the least cheering. While Mr. Della- 
cella has not taken much notice of it, Mrs. 
Dellacella has done nothing but worry for 
her husband’s safety ever since. 

A few days later he receiveda badly written 
note stating that the cabbage sent him had 
been sent by Joe and Louis Gonzola and that 
Angelica was withthem. The note was ad- 
dressed by the same hand asthe warning 
signed Mafia. 

Later Mr. Dellacella heard that Dave Ce- 
vascoe was threatening his life and carrying 
a revolver for him, claiming he would shoot 
him on sight. Mr. Dellacella announced 
his intention of calling in the law to his aid, 
and about the time he swore out the warrant 
against Cevascoe that individual left town. 
The cavalry and better part of Italian citi- 
zens are with Mr. Dellacella to a man. Mr. 
Dellacella, while not worried himself for his 
own safety, is anxious to punish the sender 
of the notes and Cevascoe on account of his 
wife’s nervousness.

to employ certain menat wages fixed by 
State authority, there is a power in the 
State to make slaves of citizens and to de- 
stroy all personal rights and liberties. 
This power could bind a citizen to any 
location and any occupation and condi- 
tion. It could confiscate property, con- 
trol private business and fix the price, not 
only of wages, but of commodities. It is 
incompatible with the principles of free 
government, 

Voluntary submission to arbitration, 
either on the part of nations or individu- 
als, invades no right and is in full accord- 
ance with the principle of freedom. It 
represents a free and independent act and 
the method of intelligence and civilization, 
But compulsory arbitration is a practical

Wheat Figures. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

We have now the Government’s percentage 
of the results of this year’s winter and spring 
wheat crops of this country. It is given as 
74, as compared to 85 3-10 for 1392, 853-10 on 
88 554,000 acres in 1892 gave us an aggregate of 
516,0.0,000 bushels of wheat according to Gov- 
ernment computation, or an average of 
13 4-10 bushels per acre. The ratio 74 on a re- 
ported acreage Of 34,630,000 acres gives us 
402,530,500 bushels. Thus: Had ratio or yields 
per acre been the same this year as last the 
crop would have been 464,000,000 bushels (I 
omit single thousands). The proposition, 
therefore, remains as follows: .8:74: :464,- 
000,000:402,520,000. But it is now generally 
admitted that last year’s crop was 550,000,000 
busbels instead of 516,000,000, and should the 
same ai tate oe difference be found this 
year the crop of 1893 would be 429,000,000 bush- 
els.

AT THE THEATERS. 


Charles Dickson’s New Play. Admitted 
to the Bar, a Success. 


The Grand Opera-house opened its season 
last night with Mr. Charles Dickson, ina 
new play by Mr. Henry Dodlin entitled, 
„admitted tothe Bar. The production of 
the plece last night was only the fourth pre- 
sentation, the other three having occurred 
in one night stands. The performance last 
night was its frst presentation before a 
metropolitan audience, and judging from 
the manner in which it was received Mr.

The part of Helen Yarnell, the 
mother, is ably taken care of by 
Miss Helen Fitzpatrick. Miss Dolly 
Nobles, as Miss Jessie Yarnelle, has a 
clear-cut soubrette part, which she handled 
admirably. Mr. Tom Wise as Donald Clin- 
ton, a fat lawyer, has a good comedy part, 
which he makes the most of and divides 
honors with Mr. Dickson.

SENTED TO THE BOABD TO-DAY. 


How the Fund Hes Been Constantly In- 
creasing — Reasons for the Increase— 


Danger of Making a Chauge in the 
Character of the Fund Very Clearly 


Pointed Out. 


At the regular meeting of the Mullanphy 
Board, held late this afternoon, President 
John McFall presented an interesting state- 
ment of the history and management ot the 
fund. He stated that it was not written asa 
defense, but it was.. plainly an 
answer to jthe charges of mismanage- 
ment and inefficiency that have been circu- 
lated and the late unsuccessful attempt to 
reorganize the board. His communication 


read as follows:

Five years afterwards (March, 1879) the entire 
estate to which the city bad a clear title was ap- 
praised by Col. Davie Murphy, Capt K. A. Sede 
ard Alex Cameron at the sum total of $351,572.25. 
The latter Ogures were geuverally accredited to be 
the actual value of the estate at that time. 

Eight years afterwards (1887) Messrs. Wolff 
Farreliy aud Crawford made a new 4 of 
the bequest, which showed a total valuation of 
$468,438. 37—proving an increase of the property in 
value for the ten vears of $116,866. 62. 

Now what occasioned that increase? During those 
ten years the board ereeted upon the property, butld- 
ings which cost $95,247.47. And where did it get 
the meney? The excess of receipts during the same 
ten years, over all expenditures, including relief, 
transportation, repairs, salaries, etc... was \$59,- 
893.42. ‘The sales of property of the fund during 
the same term of years were, in ectual figures, 
$25,994.15. The two items added will show the 
sum of $95.287.57—nearly the exact amount invest- 
ed in buildings 

The rent receipts for 1880 were $19,713.26, in 
ten yeas atterwards (1890) they emounted to 
26,926.49, showiug an increase during those ten 
years of $6,213. 23. 

These figuresare in response to the charge that 
the rental of the property hes depreciated, owing 
to the investment in reai estate. 

Abouttwo years ago an ordinance passed both 
houses ef the Municipal Assembly unanimously.

Ine Mullanphy bequest is oxempted from taxation 
by law, as are ail churches, charitabie and educa-

arge portion of this has been paid by the lessees, 
under the terms of their lease. For the successive 
three years, while I have been President of the

Under the will, as interpreted by the City Coua- 
selor (Mr. Leverett Beli) in 1879, a copy of which is 
on file, I quote the following extract:

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FUNERAL OF SHANNON WALSH 


A Letter From the Coroner of Trinidad 
Giving Particulars of the Murder. 

The remains of Wilson Shannon Walsh were 
buried this morning from the residence of 
the murdered youth's uncle, Julius 8. Walsh, 
8628 Delmar avenue. The funeral was largely 
attended by the triends Of Mr. Walsh and of 
Mrs. Dr. W. W. Johnston, the mother of the 
deceased. The pall-bearers were William 
Mamtt, Nat Ewing, John Cabanne, Sem- 
ple Scott, Shepherd Smith, Fred Scul- 


lin, Philip Seanlan and Duthiel Ca- 
banne. The remains were taken to St. 
Alphonsus Church, Grand and Finney av- 
enues, where a solemn requiem mass was 
sung by Fr. Brown, the pastor. Thence the 
cortege wended its way to Calvary*Ceme- 
tery, where the body was interred. The re- 
Mains arrived from the West yesterday 
morning, and during the afternoon and this 
morning before the funeral lay in a casket 
in the rear parlor of the Walsh 
Mansion, Mrs. Johnston, the young 
man’s mother, reached St. Louis yesterday 
morning from Washington, D. C., with her 
husband, Dr. W. W. Johnson, who ts one of 
the most distinguished physicians of the Na- 
tional capital. 
Accompanying the remains from Trinidad, 
Oolo., wasa letter adddressed to Mr. Julius 
S. Walsh from R. G. Sipe, the undertaker 
and Coroner of Las Animas Coun- 
ty, Colo. who embalmed the 
corpse and investigated the trageay. 
The letter was dated Sept. 8, and Mr. Walsh 
Was killed Monday, the 4th inst, Coroner 
Sipe characterized the affair as a most 
dastardly and cowaraly murder. He said 
that the Sheriff’s posse was in pursuit of 
Vigil and Martinis, the Mexicans who 
assassinated Walsh, and if caught they 
would be hungtothe nearesttree. Mr. Sipe 
stated that news had been received of 
the Killing of two of the band 
of desperadoes who were helping Vigil and 
Martinis toescape. The 
one of the posse shot them. Mr. Sipe also 
ga id that the murder was without provoca- 
tion ot any kind. He had driven from the 
ranch of his host, John J. Key, to Agailar, a 
coal camp, where he transacted some busi- 
ness. There was a crow4 of Mexicans in the 
town who were drinking whisky . 
but Walsh gave them a wide 
berth and started on his return 
trip late in the afternoon, The two Mex!- 
cans saw him leave the town, and riding up 
to the side of Walsh’s wagon they shot him, 
The motive, if any there was, was not dis- 
closed. The Coroner said that at the time of 
the murder Mr. Walsh had in his possession 
three letters, a Dunch of keys, 
a pair of gloves and a handker- 
chief. On the day gf his death Mr. Walsh 
left a check for 0 with a banker in 
Aguilar to be cashed. The Coroner 
holds the money and the other property, sub- 
ject to Mr. Julius 8. Walsun's order. By an 
examination made yesterday morning, it was 
found that the young man’s deat was 
caused by a Winchester rifle bullet which 
Preece through the body under the arms 
rom side to side, penetrating the heart. Mr. 
Walsh was 20 years old, and a student at the 
Jesuit College at Georgetown, D. C. He 
went to Colorado to recuperste his health, 
undermined by study and athietics.

Most of the Fresent Records Are Out of 
Reach—Conneft’s Mile Run-—Track and 
Stable Goesip—Foot Ball Practice Be- 
gins—The Browns Return Rome den ; 
eral Sporting Mews. 


Outside of the realm of the pneumatic tire 
the year 1893 has not been remarkable in the 


annals of amateur sport, as far as record . 


breaking is concerned, All eyes will be 
turned toward Chicago during the week in 
the hope of seeing it productive of 
remarkable performances. Outside of 
Tommy Conneff's new figures forthe mile 
run, the tables have not suffered to 
any appreciable extent. Truth to tell, it 
would appearasif the top notch had been 
reached in most of the standard events, Still 
1898 has not been without its record -breaking 
events. Frank P. Murray, in heel and toe 
walking, James 8. Mitchell in weight throw. 
ing, George R. Gray in shot putting, John 
Owen, Jr., Harry Jewett, Luther H. Cary, 
Wendel Baker and Walter 0. Dohm 
in sprinting and middle distance running, E. 
O, Carter, Wm. D. Day and Thomas PF. Con- 
neff in long distance running, Charles 8. Re- 
ber, Michael F. Sweeney and Wm, Roden 
baugh in jumping ana vaulting have 
achieved such remarkable performances in 
their respective specialties that newcomers 
may well look despairingly at the figures 
they areasked to surmount tohave their 
names inscribed on the American record 
tablets. As well may foreigners, too, for 
many of the records occupy places in the 
world’s record archives. 

Whatever performance may be achieved at 
the Chicago champi6nship meeting or later 
atthe Metropolitan Association champion- 
ships, Conneff’s wonderful mile run at Bos 
ton in 4m. 17 2-5s. will easily outshine it. W. 
G. George, the English runner, whose pro- 
tessſonal record of 4m. 128. is the marvel of 
the athletic world, created world’s ama- 
teur figures of 4m, 18 2-5s. way back in 1884. 
English runners have from time to time 
fluttered close to these figures, H. Wade 
Winning last year’s championship in 4m. 19 
1-56. Conneff’s great run now fairly fastens 
the record to America’s credit and there is 
every reason that 4m. 17 2-5s. will remain the 
world’s premier performance for a longer 
period than the great English runner’s long- 
standing figures. 

There has been little done on this side of 
the Atlantic outside of Conneff’s mile. C. W. 
Stage, the Cleveland runner, is credited with 
equalling Owens’ 94-5s. for 100 yards at the 
championship meeting of the Central Asso. 
ciation of the Amateur Athletic Union at 
Oleveland the other day, but there are many 
reasons for doubting the authenticityof this 
performance, The only track, performance 
which 18938 has thus far prod to takea 
place with Conneff’s on the record book isa 
three-legged race et 220 yards. At the 9th 
Regiment games last spring F. C. Puffer and 
H. K. t Fam the distance strapped to- 

© in 68s., Which supplanted 35s. by C. J. 
rs and . N. Smith, made in 1881. This 
pastime is rarely indulged in which may 
gceount for Frye and Smith’s long-lived 
record. Since the Amateur Athletic Union 
decided to place pole leaping for distance 
on the Chicago programme the record has 
twice been broken and is Mable to sustain an- 
other fracture at Chicago. C. Morse, a Call- 
fornia jumper, supplanted A. H. Green’s g- 
ures of 26 feet 4% inches on August 26 last, 
clearing 26 feet 6% inches which were world’s 
figures, for the game is not practiced in Great 
Britain or Australia. Green’s record had 
been made at Boston, April 12, 1890. Morse’s 
honor was short lived however, for at the 

ames of the Philadelphia Bank Clerks Ath- 
etic Association, September 2, C. T. Bucholtz 
won the event, 27 feet % inches, which, how- 
ever, is not thought good enough to win at 
the World's Fair. 

Another jumping record was broken at the 
championship meeting of the New England 
Association ofthe Amateur Athletic Union 
at Worcester, Mass., Sept. 2, when E. B. 
Bloss, the Harvard crack, won the running 
hop, step and jump with 48% feet, which 
supplanted E. V. Goft’s figures of 47 feet 1 
inch made in New York City, Sept. 17, 1892.

BOSS BUCKLEY. 


The Famous King of California Politics 
Will Retarn to ’Frisce. 


Bos rox, Mass,, Sept. 11.—On last Saturday 
Christopher A. Buckley, who disappeared 
from San Francisco a year ago, to escape the 
consequences of an indictment by the Grand- 
jury, arrived here from London. He an- 
nounces that he will return to California and 
face his accusers. Buckiey isknown as the 
“Blind Boss’’ of San Francisco politics. 
Buckley hasa history thatrivals Tweed’s. 
He was born in Ireland, but came to America 
in his youth. After a probationary stage of 
drilling in New York ward politics, during 
which be had an opportunity to study out 
the achievements of Boss Tweed and his as- 
sociates, he went West and after drifting 
about the Pacific Coast for some years, 
during which time he plied various occupa- 
tions, be temporarily located at Vallejo, 
where be opened a ‘‘gin-mill’’ and began to 
take active part in Republican politics in So- 
Jano County, in which Vallejo is situated. 
His abilities soon began to secure recogni- 
tion, and he was appointed Secretary of the 
Solano County Republican Committee, This 
8 he held for years, but finding his 

eld of operation there too narrow, he dis- 

sed of his Vallejo interests and drifted to 
an Francisco. 

Here soon developed into the shrewdest 

litical manipulator in 
as exercised during the 
past ten years so great an influence in the 
politics of the Pacific Coast as Buckley. The 
way in which he fastened his clutches on 
every avenue which yielded political ‘*pap’’ 
and emolument in the short space of a single 
decade has scarcely a parallel in the history 
of American bossism. Although ostensibly a 
convert to Democracy he could scarcely be 
said to have any definite political convic- 
tions. Money was his politics, and it was 
often said of him, whether true or not, that 
it was even his god. He manipu- 
lated politics with a power that seemed 
magic rather than ordinary or human, and 
dealt out rewards to his henchmen at 
the people’s expense, with less 
regard for popular will than if he were a 
monarch with 'the divinity that doth hedge 
aking.’’ He took the money of Republican 
and Democrat alike, and whenever the for- 
mer offered more he nominated a weak Dem. 
ocrat for office, sothat his Republican oppo- 
Dent would de sure to win. He bled the indi-

the Christian, with as little regard for their 
circumstances and the justice of their claims 
as if they were a set of dry and soulless 
gambling chips to be handled without scru- 
ples except such as tended to produce the 
profits of the game.

The loss to Mr. Buckley of his eyesight, while 
it was a serious setback to him in many 
ways, did not, however, prevent him from 
acquiring an ascendency in politics second 
to no one west of the Rocky Mountains. With 
the loss of his eyesight and his abstention 
from intoxicating liquors his intellect be- 
came more clear and active. He was obliged 
to Keep a secretary, whoread to him every 
morning all matters of interest in connection 
with State and -county politics. He soon at- 
quired a most minute knowledge of politics 
in every locality in the State, knew the 
names and characters of every person iden- 
tifed with them as thoroughly as if he had 
lived in their midst every day of his life. At 
State conventions and political gatherings 
this knowledge gave him an advantage, with 
which no other man was so well armed.
